highly skilled technicians wee mwaa 
because the workmen struck against 
the communist control commission 
running the company. Every single 
relative of a former Kuomintang official 
was brutally slaughtered because, re¬ 
fusing to join the communist govern¬ 
ment, he had tied the counLry. 

A careful analysis of communist re¬ 
ports and testimony of eyewitnesses 
leads to the conclusion that in a 
majority of cases Chinese are arrested 
not because they commit some overt 
act against the state, but because they 
belong to classes or categories dis¬ 
trusted by the communists and sus¬ 
pected of harboring dangerous (un¬ 
orthodox) thoughts. They ore sources 
of potential opposition to the regime. 

Automatically arrested and often 
executed are former memliere of the 
very extensive Kuomintang secret 
services, ex-Kuomintang army officers 
above the rank of company command¬ 
ers who are not in use as figureheads, 
leaders of China's ancient secret soci¬ 
eties and the bigger landlords of any 
community. Liable to arrest are offi¬ 
cials, however petty or long retired, 
who served during the penod of Kuo- 
mintang rule, even though they never

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joined the Kuomintang Party and 
may, in fact, have been working since 
M Liberation” for the communists. 

Also under intense suspicion are 
memliers of secret societies and the 
former Kuomintang Party and youth 
organizations; individuals who once 
worked for or associated with Euro¬ 
peans, particularly Americans; ex- 
guerrillas who had surrendered on offer 
of amnesty and lieen "re-educated” by 
the communists; landlords; the com¬ 
paratively well-to-do or prominent 
figures of any c ommuni ty, however 
popular; and intellectuals - professors, 
doctors. Lawyers, newspapermen —who 
fail to throw in their lot vociferously 
with the communists. 

In the cities the communists bring to 
public trial chiefly individuals the pub¬ 
lic might readily accept as vicious. 
Among them are certainly a number of 
Kuomintang secret agents, active or re¬ 
tired. and generally undesirable char¬ 
acters. although there is no way to 
check the sweeping and often fantastic 
chargee made against them. 

These are typical descriptions of 
local despots and bandits. 

"Habitual robber Tran Shih-Uang 
murdered Wang Chin-hai and boiled 
the young daughter of another victim 
in a red-hot pan.” 

"Des po t Fu Hsui-shan. nicknamed 
tl* H.n Emperor, raped a seventeen-

Many of t he charges refer to "mux*' 
committed years, even decades 
One man was executed for acts d 
back to the Ch’ing Dynasty 
ended in 1912. Another was killed 
being a landlord and "the d 
of a traitor.” 

The communists are settling many 
an ancient score of their own. am>;mg 
and killing those who fought or op¬ 
posed them long before their urn ns ir r 
to power. Such men are accused of 
breaking up the communist under¬ 
ground. fighting the communis** is 
military campaigns such as the Long 
March of 1934, executing conuEmv* 
and persecuting communist and pro¬ 
communist students and union leader* 
while the Kuomintang ruled China. 

Proof that chargee are often cc*b- 
pletely fabricated comes from 
where foreign missionaries 
jailed and deported as oounterrevois. • 
tionaries have been faheiv accused of 
espionage, radio eoramumcatiioc sr.tr 
Formosa, murder of "tern of Cn»~»- 
und the deliberate slaughter tens of 
t housands” of Chino* : a: nee I - ». ttv- 
cases communist authonun* have 
planted "evidence** an the 
such as a gun and opium The- 
experience of many a foreigner shows i 
that if the communists wish to arrest 
and convict someone, any trivial, 
trumped-up or fantastic charge may 
be used against him. 

But no public chargu is ever made 
against most Chinese who are jailed. 
A man is seized und thrown kichind 
liars. No explanation is given his rela¬ 
tives. His guilt generally presumed by 
the authorities, he may be further in¬ 
terrogated and investigated. He has no 
legal advice, lie can summon no wit¬ 
nesses in his defense. A special military 
trihunnl secretly decides his sentence, 
which may be rubber-stamped by a 
civic committee set up for that pur¬ 
pose. He discovers his fate only when 
led to death, freedom or a labor camp. 

All counterrevolutionaries serving 
sentences must do hard labor " to reform 
themselves," even when they are in for 
life. Peiping has recently initiated a 
"magnanimous" sentence of "death, 
with execution suspended for two 
years." During this period the prisoner 
may be executed at any lime if he fails 
to show appropriate repentance. "Minor 
and repentant counterrevolutionaries,” 
after signing confessions, are released 
upon the production of guarantors or 
let out of jail to remain under the 
"surveillance” of the Public Security 
Bureau and "the masses” for one or 
mime years. Thus the public, as well as 
the police, have access to their daily 
activitJM and thoughts. 

It ie not n eces s ar y to go outside the

Finally the communists felt 
they must wipe out every conceivable 
focus of revolt in China to prepare for 
their own intervention in Korea and 
for t lie possibility of Kuomintang raids 
upon tiie mainland or of the outbreak 
of total war with America. 

Pointing out that spies and stilioteurs 
will continue their nefarious activities 
as long as Chiang Kai-shek and Amer¬ 
ican “imperialism'* exist, the com¬ 
munists warn that the struggle against 
counterrevolutionaries must Is’cnme 
even more acute. Plans for the imme¬ 
diate future include clearing flat con* 
grafted jails of accumulated and un- 
son fenced coses, setting up ha ri I -hi I *or 
camps, enlarging the volunteer police 
with young people who an* |Ni|ificatlv 
pure, and educating the relative* of 
counterrevolutionaries. 

The communists claim that (Is* 
Campaign for the Suppn*HHion of 
Counterrevolutionaries has already 
scored tremendous success. Tliey state 
it has liquidated many spies nvut 
saliotours, decreased guerrilla act tv ity 
and frightemd many enemies of the

The communists have tmhst ituhsl 
control by fear and force for ruin by 
consent and persuasion. In spiff* of tin* 
feeling of national pride and strength 
for which the communists an* n**|Mtn*i- 
ble, in spite of the undoubted accom¬ 
plishments of their administration — 
stabilization of the economy, virtual 
elimination of corruption, construction 
of roads and railroads, proj**cts in water 
conservancy and establishment of law 
and order—the communists no longer 
have the spontaneous sup|sirt of I lx* 
majority of the adult |sipulation. They 
had it once. 

When we carne hen*,” communist 
Mayor Chen Yi, of Shanghai, is n* 
ported to have said recent ly to Itis asso¬ 
ciates, “sixty js*r cent of the |x*op)o 
were for us. Now eighty |s*r cent of (In* 
|s*ople are against us. Once only cor¬ 
rupt Kuomintang generala and officials 
wen* against us. Hut now —now it is the 
Chinese ihhiiiIp.”
